Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


Herewith  I  beg  to  present  my  22nd  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
.  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  Newquay  during  the  year  1947*  It  is  an 
"interim”  report,  and  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  circulars  13/47  and  170/47° 

This  is  probably  the  last  Annual  Report  of  your  present 
Medical  Officer  whose  tenure  .of  office  will  be  terminated  on  a 
date  to  be  appointed  when  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
comes  into  force. 

For  the  purposes  of  Health  Administration  under  the  Act, 
Newquay  Urban  District  amalgamates  with  St.  Austell  Urban,  St. 
Austell  Rural  Districts,  Fowey  Borough  and  Lostwithiel  Borough  to 
form  Health  Area  No.  4.  An  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  will 
administer  the  Area;  and  will  be  directly  responsible  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Health  Area  Office  for  Area  No.  4  will  be  at  St.  Austell.

Social  Conditions 

Newquay  maintained  in  1947  >  its  popularity  as  a  Seaside  Resort 
and  as  in  previous  years,  was  filled  to  capacity  with  visitors 
who  saw  Newquay  at  its  best  in  a  summer  of  wonderful  weather. 

Your  Meteorological  Officer,  Mr.  F.  J.  Harris,  reported  that 
the  year’s  worst  feature  was  the  lack  of  sunshine  with  a  total 
number  of  hours  of  sunshine  the  lowest  since  1936  -  but  visitors 

and  residents  will  long  remember  the  year  1947  with  its  very  long 
run  of  perfect  weather  from  July  to  October,  during  which  full 
advantage  was  taken  of  Newquay’s  unrivalled  open-air  facilities 
for  recreation.  In  such  a  hot  weather  summer,  we  tend  to  forget 
the  lack  of  amusement  facilities  under  cover  for  those  on  holiday 
and  it  is  hoped  that  as  soon  as  it  is  possible,  steps  will  be 
taken  to  provide  entertainment  under  cover  for  those  "not  so  good” 
summers  that  occasionally  turn  up. 

Housing  progress  is  still  in  the  "doldrums”  and  appears  to 
rest  solely  on  decisions  of  the  Ministry,  whilst  the  list  of 
applicants  increases  weekly. 

The  population  of  Newquay  is  now  estimated  at  10,000  whilst  in 
in  the  summer  with  the  visitors  for  about  10  weeks,  the  population 
is  more  in  the  region  of  20,000  -  almost  worthy  of  Borough  Status. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Main  Water  Supply  to  Crantock 
and  to  Tregurrian  has  now  been  completed.  The  Urban  Council  has 
worked  hard  since  these  areas  were  added  to  the  district  in  1934 
to  obtain  Main  Water  Supply  for  these  districts,  where  the  former 
supply  consisted  of  shallow  wells,  mostly  contaminated.

The  ambulance  v/hich  is  the  property  of 
the  Urban  District  is  well  looked  after,  although  it  is  getting 
on  in  years;  and  the  response  to  calls  at  all  hours  of  the  day 
is  immediate  and  perfect.  It  is  also  a  matter  for  congratulation 
that  the  Urban  Council  has  managed  to  retain  the  Newquay 
Ambulance  as  a  whole  time  service  for  the  Area.

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SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  hrea, 


(1)  WATER 

The  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Newquay  &  District 
Water  Company,  a  Statutory  Company. 

The  Main  Water  Supply  is  derived  from  the  following 
sources: - 

(a)  A  Main  Supply  is  obtained  from  deep  adits  at  Indian  Queens 
and  Ruthers  by  gravitation,  and  the  water  is  conveyed  by 
iron  pipes  to  Quintrel  Downs,  and  then  by  pipe  line  to 
Newqu  ay. 

(b)  A  main  supply  from  Trewollack,  obtained  by  pumping  from  old 
mine  shafts  and  adits,  the  water  afterwards  being  conveyed 
to  aeration  and  filtration  plants  at  Fairpark. 

( c)  A  supplementary  supply  at  Mount  Wise,  Newquay,  obtained 
from  a  shaft  by  pumping. 

(d)  An  additional  supply  was  opened  in  1943  which  is  derived 
from  the  Porth  Stream.  Legislation,  following  a  Ministry 
of  Health  Inquiry  in  January,  1942,  sanctioned  this  supply 
which  is  a  chlorinated  water.  This  supply  is  in  full  use 
and  is  satisfactory. 

Filtration  and  Pumping  Plants,  together  with  chlorination 
works  are  in  operation  at  Rialton.  This  station  is  then 
connected  to  the  existing  pumping  Main  from  Trewollack,  and 
thence  to  Fairpark  Service  Reservoir. 

Monthly  reports  are  submitted  from  the  Company  and  confirm 
that  the  Supply  is  a  wholesome  Water  suitable  for  a  Public  Supply. 
With  the  exception  of  the  occasional  supply  from  Mount  Wise,  all 
the  Main  water  is  mixed  at  Fairpark  Tank  Reservoir,  and  this 
supply  is  now  chlorinated  water. 

Monthly  analyses  are  regularly  made  by  the  Local  Authority 
through  the  laboratory  at  the  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary. 


Nine  samples  of  Public  Water  Supply  were  taken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  Year  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 
These  reports  have  all  been  excellent,  with  not  one  adverse  report.

During  the  Year,  the  Water  Company  completed  the  extension 
of  a  piped  supply  of  Main  Water  to  Crantock  and  Tregurrian.  This 
removes  one  of  the  biggest  anxieties  that  the  Local  Authority  has 
had,  ever  since  these  villages  were  incorporated  in  the  Urban 
District  in  193A?  and  by  the  closing  of  the  old  contaminated  wells 
in  these  areas,  the  constant  worry  of  a  possible  water  borne 
epidemic  has  been  eliminated. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  routine  testing  and  inspection  of  drains  and  sewers  have 
been  carried  out  and  the  results  are  to  be  found  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  which  is  attached. 

The  undermentioned  Sev/age  Works  were  inspected  during  the 
year,  and  were  found  to  be  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected, 
but  the  scanty  rainfall  and  dry  season  during  the  summer  months 
produced  difficulties.  These  works  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Surveyor’s  Department  and  are  now  also  inspected  at  intervals  by 
officers  of  the  County  Council.

The  reconstruction  of  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme  in  course  of 
preparation  before  the  Y/ar,  and  subsequently  postponed  on  account 
of  the  War,  has  been  discussed  again  with  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  on  their  advice  a  Consulting  Engineer  has  been  appointed. 

The  scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  in  the  region  of  £200,000. 

The  new  sev/erage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Crantock  has 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  work  on  this  most 
important  project  has  been  commenced. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  Year. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  no  action  is  now  necessary  under  this 
heading.  All  out-lying  areas  are  n ow  on  Main  Water  Supply. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  disposal  of  Refuse  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  details  of  which  are 
given  in  his  Annual  Report  herewith.  This  control  was  altered 
during  the  year  and  is  now  supervised  and  controlled  by  the 
Surveyor’s  Department. 

Similarly,  the  control  and  supervision  of  Public  Conveniences 
is  now  that  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 
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Public  Cleansing  Cont. 

It  has  been  recognised  for  several  years  that  there  is  a 
great  need  for  more  Public  Conveniences  in  the  centre  of  the  Town. 
Sanction  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  now  been  obtained;  and 
no  doubt,  this  position  will  soon  be  remedied. 


(6)  LITTER 

I  do  wish  here,  in  what  is  probably  my  last  Annual  Health 
Report,  to  comment  on  one  aspect  of  Public  Cleansing  which  I 
think  ought  to  be  greatly  improved.  One  is  appalled  at  the  sight 
of  Killacourt  Field  in  the  early  morning,  when  the  ground  is 
strewn  with  waste  paper,  "fish  and  chip"  wrappings,  cigarette 
cartons  and  other  waste  articles  which  have  been  deposited  there 
during  the  preceeding  24  hours.  Also,  that  it  takes  three  men,  a 
good  hour  daily  to  have  to  clean  up  the  mess.  Other  areas  in  the 
town  are  in  similar  condition  every  morning.  The  cliff  side  at 
Narrowcliff  invariably  looks  like  a  Refuse  Dump  with  litter  lying 
the  whole  length  of  the  cliff  to  the  beach. 

There  must  be  an  adequate  reason  for  this  -  either  the  Council 
is  not  providing  a  sufficiency  of  refuse  baskets  into  which  the 
Litter  can  be  deposited  by  the  producer  of  the  Litter;  or,  not 
enough  men  are  employed  to  deal  solely  with  this  nuisance;  or, 
we  get  here  in  Newquay,  a  type  of  Visitor  who  is  not  Litter¬ 
conscious  and  therefore  does  not  know  better;  or,  the  type  of 
resident  who  sees  so  much  litter  lying  about  already  that  he 
thinks  one  more  piece  will  not  make  any  difference. 

I  do  suggest  that  there  is  scope  for  vast  improvement  in 
this  direction  so  that  we  may  at  least  attempt  to  attain  the 
high  standard  set  by  the  larger  Health  Resorts  whose  streets  and 
Public  Parks  are  immaculate. 

The  provision  of  more  and  more  Litter  Baskets,  the  display 
of  notices  in  all  open  spaces;  and  appeals  to  the  Public  on  Bill 
Hoardings  would,  in  a  year  or  so,  educate  our  Residents  and 
Visitors  to  treat  our  Roads  and  Open  Spaces  as  they  would  treat 
their  homes  and  gardens. 

If  man-power  allowed,  possibly  whole  time  wardens,  with 
spiked  sticks  and  sacks,  could  be  employed  daily  -  all  day  - 
in  an  effort  to  keep  the  town  clean.

A  site  at  Mount  Wise  has  been  acquired  for  the  erection 
of  64  houses,  and  the  roads,  sewers  and  all  services  have  been 
already  provided.  Eight  houses  are  already  under  construction  on 
this  site;  and  the  programme  is  still  awaiting  Ministry 
Approval  for  the  erection  of  the  remainder. 

The  Housing  Shortage  remains  as  severe  as  last  year  and  over¬ 
crowding  is  the  rule;  and  the  waiting  list  is  very  large. 

Young  married  couples  are  living  in  rooms  in  their  parents’  houses 
with  all  the  difficulties  that  are  bound  to  occur  in  such 
conditions. 

The  eight  new  houses  being  erected  at  Mayfield  are  of  the 
Snowcrete  type  and  appear  desirable  in  every  respect,  and  should  be 
an  asset  to  the  district.

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  granting  of 
Licences  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited 
Milk,  but  the  Local  Authority,  in  the  offices  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  has  carried  out,  with  much  patience,  the  supervision 
of  the  local  Producers  and  Retailers., 

As  in  previous  years,  certain  Producers  have  required  much 
supervision  and  frequent  inspections  of  their  Dairies. 

On  the  whole,  one  can  say  with  satisfaction  that  there  is  an 
improvement  in  this  direction;  and  it  is  being  proved  that  regular 
and  instructional  inspections  with  the  giving  of  advice  has  at  last 
given  some  results  by  our  receiving  satisfactory  laboratory  reports 
on  the  Milk  Samples  sent  in. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods

A  severe  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year.  The  illness  was  widespread  throughout  the 
Country  and  appeared  to  be  following  the  bi-ennial  trend  of  this 
illness. 

The  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a  non-resident  child 
recently  home  from  South  Africa,  and  who  had  not  been  immunised. 


Two  cases  of  Salmonella©  Infection  occurred  which  although 
not  notifiable  to  the  Ministry,  are  generally  recorded.  These 
are  the  first  two  cases  I  have  ever  recorded  in  this  district; 
but  it  is  a  disease  which  seems  to  be  rather  more  prevalent  in 
this  Country  now.  In  both  cases,  the  illness  seems  to  be  connected 
with  the  eating  of  Duck  Eggs. 

One  case  of  Infantile  Paralysis  occurred  in  a  Male  Visitor, 
aged  34?  and  the  other  case  was  a  child. 


Factories  Act,  1937°  Section  128. 

There  are  74-  factories  and  1  Laundry  on  the  Register  in  the 
district,  and  in  2l  of  these  mechanical  power  is  not  used. 

The  larger  factories  are  employed  in  the  Knitting  Industry 
and  are  all  kept  in  a  healthy  and  sanitary  condition. 

There  is  also  a  Box  Factory  which  employs  a  limited  amount 
of  labour. 

These  factories  all  comply  with  the  Regulations  as  to 
sanitary  conveniences,  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature  and 
ventilation. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  an  inspection  of 
every  factory  in  194-7?  and  this  is  being  done  during  194-8  when 
a  complete  report  will  be  made  for  that  year.
